STUDENTS FOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY 


The Students for a Democratic Society (SDS) , 
as It Is known today . came Into being at a founding convention 
held at Port Huron, Michigan, In June, 1962, The SDS is an 
association of young people on the left and has a current 
program of protesting the draft, promoting a campaign for 
youth to develop a conscientious objector status, denouncing 
United States intervention in Vietnam and to "radically transform" 
the university community and provide for its complete control 
by students. Gus Hall, General Secretary, Communist Party., 

USA, when interviewed by a representative of United Press 
International in San Francisco, California, on May 14, 1965, 
described the SDS as a part of the "responsible left" which 
the Party has "going for us." At the June, 1965, SDS National 
Convention, an anticommunist proviso was removed from the 
SDS constitution. In the October 7, 1966, issue of "New Left 
Notes," the official publication of SDS, an SDS spokesman 
stated that there are some communists in SDS and they are 
welcome. Ilie national headquarters of this organization as 
of April 18, 1967, was located in Room 206, 1608 West Madison 
Street, Chicago, Illinois.

On November 1, 1966, a first source advised that 
the Southern Student Organizing Committee (SSOC) with 
headquarters at 1703 Portland Avenue, Nashville, Tennessee, 
was formed on the weekend of April 3-5, 1964, to stimulate 
activity of Southern student groups in areas of civil rights, 
peace, academic freedom, civil liberties, capital punishment 
and unemployment. Originally It was to be a white counterpart 
of the Student Nonviolent ^Coordinating Committee (SNCC) . It 
has agreed to work with similar interested groups such as SNCC 
and Students for a Democratic Society (SDS) and Southern 
Conference Educational Fund, Inc.(SCEF). SSOC is a fraternal 
affiliate of SDS. 

Beginning in the fall of 1966, SSOC became a membership 
organization and embarked on a campaign to form local chapters 
on various college campuses throughout the South. SSOC 
publishes October through Nay each year a publication, "New 
South Student," which, according to the above source, has 
increasingly espoused and defended the pro-Communlst and antl- 
United States position on domestic and foreign policy. 

^ On September 27, 1966, a second source advised that 

of Nashville, Tennessee, while in attendance at 
t^ommuni^rparty, USA (CPUSA) Youth Conference, Camp Hebatuck, 
New York, September 12, 13 and 14, 1966, gave a report regarding 
Nashville, saying that CP personnel were concentrating on 
organizing rent strikes, working with SSOC and SCEF and 
establishing a Socialist Study Croup for students.

induction when called the following month. The demonstration was 
peaceful and there were no incidents and no arrests. 


Approximately 105 pickets demonstrated again on 
December 8, 1967, in front of the Armed Forces Induction Center in 
Raleigh, North Carolina, under the leadership of this 8SOC chapter. 
They indicated their opposition to the draft and to the Vietnam 
war and 35 young men signed a statement entitled "I Won't Go". 

This was a peaceful demonstration and there were no arrests.

The group carried signs condemning the use of napalm 
in the Vietnam war and called for an end to the Vietnam war._^ 
About 35 to 40 persons participated in the demonstration at the 

same location on February 6. 1968. 

It was brought out that Dube University owns 5,000 
shares of stock in the Dow Chemical Company* The demands of 
the group were that representatives of Dow Chemical Company 
debate the morality of making napalm and that Duke debate its 
complicity in the war efforts^ Neither of these demands were 
met, however, the chapter felt that it had been successful 
as the activity has involved many students hot previously 
active in antiwar demonstrations. 

During these demonstrations, some of the students 
sat down, blocking the pa ssage way, in the Engineering Building 
and one in particular given 

five minutes to get up and clear the passage way. He waited 
until the last few seconds and then got up and moved as 
ordered. There were no further incidents, no violence, and 
no arrests.

STUDENTS FOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY 


The Students for s Democratic Society (SDS) , 
as It is known today^ came into being at a founding convention 
held at Port Huron, Michigan, in June, 1962. The SDS is an 
association of young people on the left and has a current 
program of protesting the draft, promoting a campaign for 
youth to develop a conscientious objector status, denouncing 
United States intervention in Vietnam and to "radically transform" 
the university community and provide for its complete control 
by students. Cus Hall, General Secretary, Communist Party, 

USA, when interviewed by a representative of United Press 
International in San Francisco, California, on May 14, 1965, 
described the SDS as a part of the "responsible left" which 
the Party has "going for us." At the June, 1965, SDS National 
Convention, an anticommunist proviso was removed from the 
SDS constitution. In the October 7, 1966, issue of "New Left 
Notes," the official publication of SDS, an SDS spokesman 
stated that there are some communists in SOS and they are 
welcome. The national headquarters of this organization as 
of April 18, 1967, was located in Room 206,' 1608 Vest Madison 
Street, Chicago, Illinois.

1. False Allegations of Police Brutality 

At the present time. New Left Organizations in 
this territory include chapters of Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS) at the University of North Carolina, Chapel 
Hillj Duke University, Durham, North Carolina? and chapters 
of Southern Student Organizing Committee (SSOC) at Duke 
University, Durham, North Carolina, and Davidson College, 
Davidson, North Carolina, with State Headquarters of SSOC 
being located at 1111 chapel Hill Street, Durham, North 
Carolina. 



There have been no reported charges of Police 
brutality following student-police encounters in this 
territory. On March 18, 1968, a group of about 50 individuals 
staged a demonstration, sponsored by SDS, at University of. 
North Carolina, Chapel Hill, North Carolina, protesting the 
appearance of a recruiter for Dow chemical Company on the 
campus. During the demonstration, 15 individuals, some of 
whom were non-students, were arrested by campus police on 
a charge of obstructing the entrance to a public buUdinq,

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Included in this group were and* 

SSOC Staff Workers from Durham, North Carolina. All 15 
submitted to arrest peacefully, and there was no violence 
and no charges of police brutality. 


Members of SDS and SSOC have conducted demonstrations 
and picketing off campus at Armed Forces Induction Centers 
in Raleigh and Charlotte, North Carolina, at which times 
police were in the area to maintain the peace. However, 
in these instances, there were no encounters with police, 
the demonstrations were peaceful, and there were no charges 
of police brutality.

3 . Action by College Administrators 


On February 5. and February 6, 1968, SSOC Fponsored 
a demonstration at Duke University protesting the appearance 
of a recruiter for Dow Chemical Company on that campus. 
Demonstrators Included students of Duke University as well 
as students from the University of North Carolina in Chapel 
Hi ll a nd some non-students including ^||H||||[||||||H[^^^mmi^ 
There were no known faculty members participating. 


On February 5, 1968, the demonstration was peaceful 
and there was no blocking of entrance or passageways. 

6, 1968, some few students including 
1 President of the Duke Chapter of SSOC, 
sat down in a passageway in the building in which the 
recruiter was interviewing students and blocked the passageway. 
The policy of the Duke University regarding picketing was 
made known which is that any illegitimate action is intolerable 
for it is destructive to the pursuit of learning and of a 
free society. The administration made it known to the 
group that blocking passageways was in- violation of this 
policy. The administration further announced that in such 
a situation, a Duke student could receive only one warning 
during his academic career ‘or he would be expelled. In

Approximately 75 students and non-students 
participated in these two day demonstrations. SSOC metrfjcrs 
demanded that the Dow Representative debate the issue 
regarding the production of Napalm for use in the Vietnam 
Xfar . The representative declined to do so and no debate 
was held. The administration did not establish any policy 
as to whether future recruiters would have to debate such 
matters before being allowed to interview students on campus.

This has been only known im incident# wherein the ■; 
administration of the college took positive action to 
control a student demonstration and in this instance it 
was effective as noted. Other campus demonstrations have 
been staged by SDS and SSOC, but they have been peaceful 
and have caused no interference with the rights of others, 
aid no action had been necessary by school officials. 

This has been true of all demonstrations with the exception 
of the above mentioned demonstration at Duke University 
and the demonstration at the University of North Carolina 
on March 18, 1968. As toted above, in that demonstration . 
the students demanded that the Dow recruiter participate 
in debate regarding the production of Napalm for use in 
Vietnam, and 15 were arrested by campus police when they 
blocked the passage in the building. They were arrested 
by campus police on a charge of obstructing the entrance to 
a public building. There was no evidence of outside 
influence or faculty members rendering encouragement in 
this demonstration. The administration took no action 
with regard to the demands of the demonstrators and 
established no policy. Those arrested were tried in 
Recorder's Court in the City of Chapel Hill and were 
convicted. 

Charlotte will continue to follow the activities 
of SDS and SSOC groups and promptly report any information 
obtained pertaining to these three items and this will be 
done on a continuing basis.

1) In North Carolina, the New Left groups include 
chapters of Southern Students Organizing Conmittee (SSOC) 
at Duke University, Durham, and Davidson College, Davidson,- 
with headquarters in North Carolina at 1111 Chapel Hill Street, 
Durham; and chapter of Students For a Democratic Society (SDS) 
located at the University of North Carolina at Chapel Hill. . 


It is believed that any action designed to expose or 
disrupt activities of these groups must be such that there will 
be no indication that the Federal Government is behind this 
action. Even a New Left group operating on a college campus 
has the advantage of wrapping itself in the cloak of academic 
freedom. It is believed that many students, whether sympathetic 
or not to these groups, would strongly resent any so-called 
Government interference into any activity on campus. 


Regarding newspaper publicity, it is felt that 
articles which are generally unfavorable to New Left groups 
might not be as effective as articles aimed at some specific 
action taken by a New Left group. In Ihstances where these 
g'oups have physically denied the rights of other students to 
be interviewed on campus by recruiters for private companies, 
as well as military recruiters, or have by shouting or other 
disruptive tactics , denied the rights of other students to hear 
a particular speaker, are examples wherein effective action 
could be taken. A strong article pointing out the hypocrisy 
of .the group in denying others the very rights it demands for 
itself should create doubts in the minds of some students who 
have supported or been sympathetic to these organizations in 
the past. 6
